DECISION ON RADIO APPEAL 
TO AFFECT CATHOLIC STATIONS 


Washinecton—A point which it is 
'said will have an imvortant bearing 
| upon the future allocation of time and 
'wave-lengths to radio broadcasting- 
stations in the United States is made 
the dominant issue in an appeal from 
a decision of the Federal Radio Com-
